Semo Exhibits 
To Get Big Play 
At Chillicothe 


Southeast Missouri to 
Supply 115 of 211 at 
State Good Seed Show 


Next Wednesday, at Chillicothe, 
Mo., the annual Missouri State 
Good Seed Show and Short Course 
will be opened and once more 
Southeast Missouri seed exhibit­ 
ors have provided by tar the m a­ 
jority of the exhibits. 
According to Carl Lupcr, who 
handles these exhibitions, South­ 
east Missouri has entered 115 of 
the 211 
exhibits listed — Scott 
county, 18; Stoddard, 17; Cape 
Girardeau, 5; Mississippi, 8; New 
Madrid, 16; Pemiscot, 35; 
and 
Dunklin, 15. 
Ever since the good seed show 
in 1949, Southeast Missouri has 
furnished more than half of the 
exhibits each year outside of Co­ 
lumbia. In 1949 and 1950, the 
show was in Sikeston; iii 1951 and 
1952 at Kirksville; in 1953 and 
1954 at Carthage and in 1955 at 
Sikeston again. 
Last year's exhibition was the 
biggest and best seed show ever 
conducted in the state. 
As usual, the seed classes will 
be as in previous years for the 
following types: 
Small grain. Class A, winter | 
wheat. IO awards; Class B, w in­ 
ter barley, 7 awards; Class C, w in­ 
ter rye. 6 awards and Class D, 
spring oats, IO awards.

Class H, any variety, IO 
awards. 
Hybrid seed corn (restricted to 
certified seed grower^) Class I, 
white, 4 awards; and Class J, yel­ 
low, IO awards. 

Class K, any variety, 5 
awards. 
Sorghums. Class L. Sudan grass, 
3 awards; and Class M. other sor­ 
ghums and Millet, 3 awards. 
Grasses. Class L, Timothy. 6 
*«-ards; Class M. orchard grass, 6 
awards; Class N, tan lese lie* o 
awards; and Class O, red top, 5 
awards. 
Legumes. Class R. Lespedeza, 5 
awards; Class S, red clover, 4 
awards; Class T, sweet clover, 4 
awards; Class U, crimson clover, 
4 awards and 
Class V, winter 
vetch, 4 awards. 
The program for the day opens 
at 8 a.m. and will include talks 
by experts in various fields. J. M. 
Ragsdale, extension associate pro­ 
fessor of agricultural economics at 
the College of Agriculture, will 
speak on “Grain Marketing.’* 
J. Ross Fleetwood, 
extension 
professor of field crops at the Col­ 
lege of Agriculture,

In* 1956.” There will also be con­ 
ference of the seed growers.

Would Deposit 
Fund Raised by 
Cigarette Tax 
JEFFERSON CITY </P> — Atty. 
Gen. John M. Dalton told the 
State Revenue Department today 
the proceeds from Missouri’s new 
cigarette tax should be deposited 
in the state treasury regardless of 
a pending suit to test the legality 
of the tax. 
Circuit Judge Sam C. Blair rul­ 
ed last month the new two-cent a 
package cigarette tax was prop­ 
erly passed by the 1955 Legisla­ 
ture and approved by the voters 
at a special election last Oct. 4 
Brown and Sons Tobacco Co. of 
St. Louis has appealed the deci­ 
sion to the State Supreme Court. 
Revenue Director M. E. Morris 
asked Dalton whether 
cigarette 
tax collections should be impound­ 
ed in a special fund until the ap­ 
peal is decided. Dalton said there 
is no legal provision for such ac- 
j tion and the money should be de­ 
posited in the state treasury like 
any other tax. 
The new' levy is expected lo pro­ 
duce about $9 million a year, all 
to be used as state aid for schools.

term s being educated, and who 
were otherwise more widely versed 
in the ways of the world than were 
these twelve humble men w'hom 
Jesus recruited from the ranks of 
a hard-working subject people. 
But who can give the names of 
those men and women who were 
more learned in their day than 
were the twelve disciples of Jesus? 
What did they do? Where did they 
live? Their forgotten graves are 
silent and history has left no rec­ 
ord that they ever lived. 
But today, in every civilized na­ 
tion of earth, the isles of the sea

Election is the gracious purpose of God, according 
to which he regenerates, sanctifies and saves sinners. It 
is perfectly consistent with the free agency of man, and 
comprehends all the means in connection with the end. 
It^ is a most glorious display of God’s sovereign good­ 
ness, and is infinitely wise, holy, and unchangeable. It 
excludes boasting and promotes humility. It encourages 
the use of means in the highest degree.

X. SANCTIFICATION 
Sanctification is the process by which the regen­ 
erate gradually attain to moral and spiritual perfection 
through the presence and power of the Holy Spirit dwell- 


A STATEMENT 
ADOPTED BY THE SOUTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION 
OUR ARTICLES OF FAITH 
The Southern Baptist Convention in 
1924 appointed a committee consisting of 
E. Y. Mullins, Chairman, S. M. Brown, W. 
J. McGlothlin, E. C. Dargan, and L. R. 
Scarborough to consider the advisability 
of issuing a Statement of the Baptist Faith 
and Message. That Committee presented 
at the meeting of the Convention in 1925 
the New Hampshire Confession of Faith 
revised at certain points and with some 
additional articles growing out of pres­ 
ent needs. 
In presenting their report they de­ 
clared that “the present occasion for re­ 
affirmation of Christian fundamentals is 
the prevalence of naturalism in the mod­ 
ern teaching and preaching of religion. 
Christianity is supernatural in its origin 
and history. We repudiate every theory 
of religion which denies the supernatur­ 
al element in our faith.” 
Introductory to the doctrinal articles 
which they submitted, they recommended 
to the Convention the following state­ 
ments of the historic Baptist conception 
of the nature and function of confessions 
of faith in our religious and denomina­ 
tional life. The Convention adopted the 
suggestions, believing with the Committee 
that such a statement will clarify the at­ 
mosphere and remove some causes of 
misunderstanding, friction, and apprehen­ 
sion. We quote the statem ent in full as to 
the Confessions of Faith: 
“(I) That they constitute a consensus 
of opinion of some Baptist body, large or 
small, for the general instruction and 


guidance of our own people and others 
concerning those articles of the Christian 
faith which are most surely held among 
us. They are not intended to add any­ 
thing to the simple conditions of salvation 
revealed in the New' Testament, viz., re­ 
pentance towards God and faith in Jesus 
Christ as Saviour and Lord. 
“ (2) That we do not regard them as 
complete statem ents of our faith, having 
any quality of finality or infallibility. As 
in the past so in the future, Baptists should 
hold themselves free to revise their state­ 
m ents of faith as may seem to them wise 
and expedient at any time. 
“ (3) That any group of Baptists, large 
or small, have the inherent right to draw 
up for themselves and publish to tho 
world a confession of their faith whenever 
they may think it advisable to do so. 
“ (4) That tho sole authority for faith 
and practice among Baptists is the Scrip­ 
ture of the Old and New Testaments. Con­ 
fessions are only guides in interpretation, 
having no authority over the conscience. 
“ (5) That they are statements of re­ 
ligious convictions, draw n from the Scrip­ 
tures, and are not to be used to hamper 
freedom of thought or investigation in 
other realms of life.” 
The following pages cdntain the doc­ 
trinal articles adopted by the Convention 
in session at Memphis, Tennessee, on May 
14, 1925, together W'ith the Scripture ref­ 
erences later furnished by the chairman 
of the committee to the Senior Secretary 
of the Convention.

XII. A GOSPEL CHURCH 
A church of Christ is a congregation of baptized be­ 
lievers, associated by covenant in the faith and fellow­ 
ship of the gospel; observing the ordinances of Christ, 
governed by his laws, and exercising the gifts, rights, 
and privileges invected in them by his word, and seek­ 
ing to extend the gospel to the end of the earth. Its 
Scriptural officers are bishops, or elders, and deacons. 
(M att. 16:18; Matt. 18:15-18; Rom. 1:7; I Cor. 1:2; Act# 
2:41-42; 5:13-14: 2 Cor. 9:13; Phil. Ill; I Tim. 4:14; Act# 14:23;

X III. BAPTISM AND THE LORD’S SUPPER 
Christian baptism is the immersion of a believer in 
w ater in the name of the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Spirit. The act is a symbol of faith in a crucified, buried 
and risen Saviour. It is prerequisite to the privileges of 
a church relation and to the Lord’s Supjjer, in which 
the members of the church, by the use of bread and 
wine, commemorate the dying love of Christ.

1:4; Matt. 3:16; John 3:23; I Cor. 11:23 26; I Cor. IO: 16-17, 21;

XIV. THE LORD S DAY 
The first day of the week is the Lord’s day. It is a 
Christian institution for regular observance. It commem­ 
orates the resurrection of Christ from the dead and should 
be employed in exercises of worship and spiritual devo­ 
tion, both public and private, and by refraining from 
tvorldly amusements, and resting from secular employ­ 
ments, works of necessity and mercy only excepted. 
(Ex. 20:3-6: Matt. 4:10; Matt. 28:19; I Tim. 4:13; Col. 2:16; 
John 4:21: Ex. 20:8; I Cor. 16:1-2; Act# 20:7; Rev. 1:1; Matt. 
12:1-13). 
XV. THE RIGHTEOUS AND THE WICKED 
There is a radical and essential difference between 
the righteous and wicked. Those only who are justified 
through the name of the Lord Jesus Christ and sancti­ 
fied by the Holy Spirit are truly righteous in his sight. 
Those who continue in impenitence and unbelief are in 
his sight wicked arid are under condemnation. This dis­ 
tinction between the righteous and the wicked holds in 
and after death, and will be made manifest at the judg­ 
ment when final and everlasting awards are made to 
all men.

XVI. THE RESURRECTION 
The Scriptures clearly teach that Jesus rose from 
the dead, His grave was emptied of its contents. He ap­ 
peared to the disciples after his resurrection in many 
convincing manifestations. He now exists in his glorified 
body at God’s right hand. There will be a resurrection 
of the righteous and the wicked. The bodies of the righ­ 
teous will conform to the glorious spiritual body of Jesus, 
(I Cor. 15:158. 2 Cor. 5:1-8: I Th*##. 4:17; John 5: 28 29; 
Phil. 3:21: Aet# 24:15; John 20:9: Matt. 28:6). 
XVII. THE RETURN OF THE LORD 
The New Testament teaches in many places the vis­ 
ible and personal return of Jesus to this earth. “This 


same Jesus which is taken up from you into heaven, 
shall so come in like m anner as ye have seen him go in­ 
to heaven.” The time of his coming is not revealed. “Of 
that day and hour knoweth no one, no, not the angels in 
heaven, but my Father only” (Matt. 24:36). It is the 
duty of all believers to live in readiness for his coming 
arid by diligence in good works to make manifest to all 
men the reality and power of their hope in Christ. 
(.Matt. 24:36; Matt. 24:42-47; Mark 13:32 37; Luk* 21:27 28; 
Act# 1:9-11). 
XVIII. RELIGIOUS LIBERTY 
God alone is Lord of the conscience, and he has left 
it free from the doctrines and commandments of men 
which are contrary to his Word or not contained in it. 
Church and state should be separate. The state owes to 
the church protection and full freedom in the pursuit of 
its spiritual ends. In providing for such freedom no ec­ 
clesiastical group or denomination should be favored by 
the state more than others. Civil government being or­ 
dained ©f God, it is the duty of Christians to render loyal 
obedience thereto in all things not contrary to the re­ 
vealed will of God. Tile church should not resort to the 
civil power to carry on its work. The gosjael of Christ 
contemplates spiritual means alone for the pursuit of 
its ends. The state has no right to impose penalties for 
religious opinions of any kind. The state lins no right 
to impose taxes for th o supjxirt of any form of religion. 
A free church in a free state is the Christian ideal, and 
this implies the right of free and unhindered access to 
God on the part of all mon. and the right to form and j>ro- 
pogate opinions in the sphere of religion without inter­ 
ference by the civil power.

The true remedy for the war spirit is the pure gos­ 
pel of our Lord. The supreme need of the world is the 
acceptance of his teachings in all the affairs of men 
and nations, and the practical application of his law of 
love. 
We urge Christian people throughout the world to 
pray for the reign of the Prince of Peace, and to oppose 
everything likely to provoke war.

XX. EDUCATION 
Christianity is the religion of enlightenment and in­ 
telligence. In Jesus Christ are hidden all the treasures 
of wisdom and knowledge. All sound learning is there­ 
fore a part of our Christian heritage. The new birth op­ 


ens all human faculties and creates a thirst for know­ 
ledge. An adequate system of schools is necessary to a 
complete spiritual program for Christ's people. The cause 
of education in the Kingdom of Christ is co-ordinate with 
the causes of missions and general benevolences, and 
should receive along with these the liberal support of 
the churches.

Every Christian is under obligation to seek to make 
the will of Christ regnant in his own life and in human 
society; to oppose in the spirit of Christ every form of 
greed, selfishness, and vice; to provide for the orphan­ 
ed, the aged, the helpless, and the sick; to seek to bring 


in d u s t r y , government, and society as a whole under the 
sway of the principles of righteousness, truth and broth­ 
erly love; to promote these ends Christians should be 
ready to work with all men of good will in any good 
cause, always being careful to act in the spirit of love 
without compromising their loyalty to Christ and his 
truth. All means and methods used in social service for 
the amelioration of society and the* establishment of 
righteousness among mon m ud finally depend on the 
regeneration of the individual by the saving grace of 
God in Christ Jesus.

They are voluntary and 
advisory bodies designed to elicit, combine, and direct 
the energies of our people in the most effective manner. 
Individual members of New Testament churches should 
co-ojjerate with each other, and the churches them­ 
selves should co-operate with each other in carrying for­ 
ward the missionary, educational, and benevolent pro­ 
gram for the extension of Christ's Kingdom. Christian 
unity in tho New Testament sense is spiritual harmony 
nnd voluntary co-operation for common ends by various 
groups of Christ's people. It is jjermissible and desirable 
as between the various Christian denominations, when 
the end to be attained is itself justified, and when such 
co-operation involves no violation of conscience or com­ 
promise of loyalty to Christ and hts Word as revealed 
in the New Testament.

The Senate has begun considera­ 
tion of the so-called Natural G a s 
Bill. This bill would reverse a re­ 
cent decision of the U. S. Supreme 
Court and would free from federal 
regulation the price of natural gas 
at the point at which the gas en­ 
ters the pipeline for eventual trans 
mission to the consumer. 
I am unalterably opposed lo this 
bill. I so expressed myself at the 
recent meeting of tho Democratic 
policy committee when it was de­ 
cided schedule the bill for early 
consideration by the Senate. 
I 
have expressed the same position 
in the past In response to numerous 
letters from interested citizens of 
my state. I believe its enactment 
would be highly detrimental to the 
interests of the people of the Unit­ 
ed States and of the people of Mis­ 
souri. 
The prim ary beneficiaries 
of this bill would be a small group 
of large oil companies. Those who 
would suffer from its passage are 
the consuming public. 
The well-heeled lobbyists a n d 
publicity experts who have been re­ 
tained by the proponents of t h i s 
bill already have managed to fool 
a lot of people. We are told, f o r 
example, that “ free enterprise” is 
at stake for the 5550 producers of 
natural gas and that “ competition’’ 
must be permitted between them. 
The fact is that the gas industry is 
a monopoly utility. 
Fewer than 
200 giant corporations produce ov- 


pr OO per rent of our natural g a s 
and this bill is designed for their 
special benefit. Regulation of pip# 
lines and local distributing com­ 
panies cannot protect the consum­ 
er unless there is also regulation 
of the prices charged by the pro­ 
ducers. 
The issues are complicated a t 
best and deserve the widest (Possi­ 
ble discussion by the Senate and in 
the nation’s press. The task of in­ 
forming the public about this bill 
is made even more difficult by its 
veritable maze of trick clauses and 
catch phrases apparently design­ 
ed to entrap the unwary and Con­ 
fuse the uninformed. For example 
the bill contains the attractive te­ 
rm “reasonable market price” in 
provisions purportedly designed 1® 
protect the consuming public from 
uncontrolled increases in the pricB 
of gas. This term , however, is giv­ 
en no intelligible legal definition 
and in fact the formula for deter­ 
mining “ reasonable market price’* 
permits virtually any price increase 
capricious or otherwise, to be pas* 
cd on to the public. 
While I am opposed to filibuster* 
I trust that on this measure t h # 
Senate will engage in a very full 
and extended debate. If the issue* 
are discussed thoroughly, with vi­ 
gor and clarity. I am convinced the 
American people will become miff! 
dent Iv aroused to insure defeat of 
this legislation.
